Since September 17 th, 19 17 , the day 
it was organized, the association has 
made loans amounting to a total of 
$69 0,000.00 to 200 farm ers, and now 
has 161 members. 
Thos. F. Holman 
of Hamlin is the association’s pres­ 
iden t; Joe L. Culbertson of Hamlin 
is vice-president; and the other mem­ 
bers of the board of directors are 
W. L. Beavers, of Hamlin, who has 
been a director since 19 28 , 
R. 
S. 
Johnson of Hamlin who has been a 
director since 19 29 , and Ira A. Cle­ 
ments of Hamlin who has been a 
director since 19 35, and Tate May , 
has been Sec.-Treas. since August, 
19 29 . 
The group that m et in Hamlin 
twenty y ears ago to form the asso­ 
ciation was composed of local farm ­ 
ers who signed the articles of incor­ 
poration and application for a char­ 
ter. 
The charter members who are 
still members today are N. R. Pack- 
wood, G. L. B arn ett, S. C. Ferguson, 
and H. Fields. 
N. R. Packwood of 
Hamlin was the first president, and 
the original directors were

Packwood, Sam C. Vaughan, N. J. 
Smith, C. W. Robinson and J. M. 
Boarman and E. C. Brand was first 
Sec.-Treas. 
Members of this association be­ 
come part-owners, thus sharing 
in | 
the success of their own farm^fi- 
nancing business. 
In effect, there­ 
fore, the plan enables farm ers to 
pool their credit resources and ob­ 
tain their financing at low in terest 
rates, but more particularly , enables 


them to arran ge their debts on terms

The association’s loans are made 
on long-term
